One death 
is recorded and the number of injur- 
ed is reported to be great. The panic 
was universal, as everybady seemed 
to expect a repetition of the disaster 
of Messina, 

At Vallombrosa, where many Eng- 
lish speaking people jare étaying, 
there was a general stampede in night 
clothes from the hotels, It is report- 
al that the ancient gateway oi the 
Siena was destroyed,

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 
United States Government Consider- 
ing Their Establishment, 


Beverley, wass,, August 26.—A pro- 
vision for the establishment of 
postal savings banks may bi insert- 
ed in the ‘firfancial bill that is final 
ly reported by: the Monetary Com- 
Mission. There are good reasons for 
believing that Presidem: Taft would 
favor such a plan. Indeed,  inas- 
much asthe Republican Nat‘onal 
platform declared in favor of the 
postal savings banks and further 
that the President has long favored 
the idea, it is altogether likely that 
he will include the establishment of 
these banks in his recommendations 
to Congress at the next session, And 
since the Monetary Commission is 
to devise a gereral finuncial scheme, 
it is thought here that ihe consid- 
eration of the postal savings banks 
wilt be deferred until the commis- 
sion’s report has been presented and 
that then a clause will be, inserted 
in the new bill previding ‘for their 
establishment. 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer and 
the Postmaster General worked out 
# general scheme for the establish- 
ment_of the postalsmvings banks, but

lief of Secretary Meyer now, and 


President Taft shares his belief, that

Rk. B. Bennett, M.P.P. for Calgary, 
is registered at the Alberta, having 
come from the south over the C.P.R. 
last evening. Owing ‘io. hiv. legal 
connection with the C.P.R., Mr. Ben- 
nett has some ready facts regardfng 
colonization in the Calgary district, 
He says that the C.P.R. land depart- 
ment sold 1,000,000 acres of land in 
the irrigation belt in the month of 
July, and that during the past week} 
no fewer than 53,000 acres of land! 
were sold in the district tributary to 
Calgary. > | 

Admits Edmonton's Future. | 

The Calgary member did not say 
this in any disparagement of tte fu- 
ture of Edmonton, He thought that 
this city has a good country behind } 
it and is backed by as shrewd, though 
probably more conservative clase of 
citizens as any community in Al- 
berta.

SUNDAY STREET CARS 
EARLY IN SEPTEMBER 


There will ke Plenty of Electric Pow- 
er Available by that Time—May 
Give Conplete Operation Instead 
of Partial Service as at First Sue- 
gested. 


There is a strong probability that 
Sunday street cars may be in Oper- 
ation in Edmonton early in Septem- 
ber and may be run throughout tue 
entire day instead of for an hour of 
two in the ‘afternoon alone to meet 
the C.P.R. trains. The city counéil 
after consultation with Street  rail- 
way Superintendent Taylor some time 
ago, came fo the conclusion that it 
would be e pedient to postpone full 
operation o1, Sunday until next May 
but to start meeting the trains in 
Strathcona the first of September. 

“We will be ready with the power 
oy the specified time,” said Cotn- 
missioner McNaughton to the Bulletin 
today, “and there is no reason why 
the cars cannot be run all day Sun- 
duy if the people want them. If we 
start running at all on Sunday we 
mich! as well rin threugh the entire 
day.” 

The Strathcona council. have not 
yet submitted a by-law for Sunday 
street car operation but it is expect- 
ed they will do so in the course of 
the next week. A specia’ committee 
is now drawing up a by-law.

Bartus, clerk in 
the office of the vice-consul of the 
Austro Hungarian government at 
Pittsburg, who while the government- 
a] investigation. of alleged peonage 
was on at the McKees Rocks stockade 
here this afternoon, was an eye-wit- 
hess to the mistreatment of a work- 
men, whieh mistreatment almost 
stopped the investigation. 

Bartus, as an expert in the Hun- 
gerian tongue, was taken as one of 
the interpreters by Special Agent 
Horry H. Hoagland, of the depart- 
ment of justice, who has charge of 
the investigation. While the witnes- 
ses were being examined a deputy 
sheriff was @bserved on the lawn out- 
side the office, kicking and beating a 
strike-breaker, who was afterwards 
iound to be a Hungarian. —Bartus 
jumped from his chair, and rushing 
to the window shouted at the deputy 
to let the man aione, 

“Is that the way you treat your 
men?” he shouted appealingly to 
those of the company who were in 
the room. “I will have this investi- 
gated.’” 

“You will attend to your own busi- 
ness,”’ roared Attorney Dodds, of the 
Pressed Steel company, who then pro 
tested to Agent Hoagland against fur- 
ther interpretation by Bartus, who, 
he claimed, was evidently biased.

“The + paying crop ever 
harvested in Alberta is what 
we have this vear,”’ said W. G. 
Hunt, of Calgary, to a Bulle- 
tin representative this morn- 
ing. Mr. Hunt i: the Alberta 
representative of the Masavy- 
Harris Co., of Toronto, and is 
making a tour of the province 
calling on the agents of the 
company. 

There will nob be the dreat 
yields of last year,’ said Mr 
Hunt, “but every farmer will 
have a splendid return for his 
time and jabor. I do not think 
the total yield will be at great 
as last year in thit province, 
whieh was about 7,000,000 
bushels of wheat. From our 
agents throughout the count- 
try we get regular crop reports 
and form these ft estimate that 
the yield of winter wheat will 
not be more than 750,000 bush- 
els. The spring wheat crop 
wilL.probably yield something 
over 5,000,000 bushels, which 
will make this season's whegt 
crop. about 6,000,000 bushels 
all told.” 

Mr. Hunt remarked on the 
comparative uniformity of the

Until Canada Can Build Ows, 


Ships wili be Loaned 
by Mother Country 


London, August 26,—The Canadian 
Associated Press learns on the high- 
est oy | that the vessels to be 

ed to Ahe Canadian government 
will be two third-clase cruisera, one 
for the Pacific and the other for the 
Atiantic. These ships will require 
refittipg and alterations, which will 
be done on this eide and at the ex- 
pense of the Canadian government. 

Officers of these ships will also be 
loaned to Canada and paid by Caa- 
ada, When Canada starts to build 
warships, which the Can, 
ciated Press iearhs will be the “Bi 
tol” type of cruiser, they will 
built in Canada.

TO PATROL THE “3EAS. 


Leading Powers to Join in Interna- 
tional Police Squadron. 


Washington, D.C., Aug. 26.—The 
United States Government will short- 
ly be asked to join a high seas pro- 
gramme by the leasing powers of 
Europe, according to confidential in- 
formation obtained today. This pro- 
gramme has the object of bringing to» 
gether ships from each nation to1orm 
an international fleet, whose purpose 
aims at the general protection «f 
maritime interests. Their base to be 
the Mediterranea. Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Italy, Austria, Rus- 
sia and America will be represent- 
ed. 

It is understood the fleet will con- 
sist of six battleships, fifteen’ eruis- 
ers, twelve torpedo boat destroyers, 
and thirty-two torpedo boats. It 
possible that a similar fleet wi'l be 
established in the Pacifie Ocean.
